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Local activists leery of 
Jenner media storm 


Transgender advocates 
weigh in on Bruce Jenner’s 
upcoming ‘20/20’ interview

As a kid, Jessica Sage Ceiimene-Rowell 
watched Bruce Jenner win the gold medal in 
the decathlon in the 1976 Olympics. 

Lately though, she has watched her child- 
hood idol reduced to tabloid fodder, appear- 
ing on the cover of various magazines amid 
rumors he is transitioning from man to wom- 
an. On one cover, Jenner is Photoshopped 
with lipstick and blush. 

Celimene-Rowell, who lives in Hyde Park, 
said she is concerned how Jenner will be por- 
trayed in his sit-down with Diane Sawyer set 
to air 8 p.m. Friday on ABC’s “20/20.” It’s 
been widely rumored that Jenner will discuss 
his gender identity in 
the two-hour interview 
ABC released a third 
trailer this week teas- 
ing the show with Jen- 
ner saying, “My whole 
life has been getting me 
ready for this.” 

But some Chicago 
transgender activists 
like Celimene-Rowell 
said they are concerned 
Jenner’s announcement 
and the resulting media 
storm may have a nega- 
tive impact on the trans- 
gender community at a 
time when transgender 
awareness is on an upswing with “Orange is 
the New Black” actress Laverne Cox and writ- 
er Janet Mock continuing to speak out about 
their transgender journeys. 

“I think the trans movement is strong right 
now,” Celimene-Rowell said. “It doesn’t need 
a celebrity mascot right now In fact, a celeb- 
rity mascot may do more damage than good.” 

It’s unclear how many transgender people 
live in Chicago or the United States because 
activists say that some people won’t publicly 
identify as transgender, but UCLA’s Williams 
Institute, which researches sexual orientation 
and gender identity estimated in 2011 there 
are nearly 700,000 transgender Americans. 

Some transgender people have chosen to 
document their lives on reality television.

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Survey finds U.S. really 
is a binge- watch nation

Binge watching is definitely a buzzword in the 
media, but according to a new survey, it really 
has become the dominant mode of TV con- 
sumption in the U,S. 

Deloitte LLP’s Digital Democracy Survey 
of more than 2,000 content consumers age 
14 and older found that 68 percent of respon- 
dents said they have binge-watched a series at 
some point, with 31 percent 
saying they did so at least 
once a week. 

Binge-watching in this 
instance was defined as 
watching three or more epi- 
sodes of the same series in a 
single sitting. 

The digital revolution 
that is bringing TV content 
streaming into our house- 
holds in more accessible 
ways than ever before also 
is letting us watch when we 
want. More than half of the 
survey’s respondents said 
they chose to stream mov- 
ies and TV shows, while 
45 percent said they pre- 
ferred to watch programs 
live on traditional broadcast or cable TV. 

No surprise to the miUions of “Game of 
Thrones” or “Mad Men” devotees out there, 
the survey found that dramas were the domi- 
nant binge-watch geme, with 54 percent of 
respondents saying they choose to power 
through those hourlong episodes. 

Despite their shorter length in general, 
comedies were less popular as a binge-watch 
subject, with 20 percent saying they choose 
to binge on belly laughs. The results also in- 


dicated a spht among genders, with more 
women among the drama Lingers and more 
men among the comedy Lingers. 

Though more TV is being streamed than 
ever before, the survey found that doesn’t 
necessarily mean Americans are sitting in 
front of their screens carefully parsing the 
framing or detail put into many of the prestige 
series on TV The study found that 90 percent 
of respondents said they 
multitasked while watch- 
ing programs, with two age 
demographics -Millen- 
nials and Generation X— 
performing an average of 
three other activities while 
watching, including Inter- 
net browsing and text mes- 
saging. 

Advertisers may take 
note of the fact that nearly 
75 percent of participants 
in the survey said they pay 
more attention to digital 
ads over ads on traditional 
broadcast TV— and 62 per- 
cent said they’d be more 
willing to watch those ads 
online if it meant they 
didn’t have to pay more for their streaming 
services. 

Increasingly, the survey indicated, Millen- 
nials are moving away from traditional TV, 
with the Internet the most valued service 
among 93 percent of the younger generation. 
Nearly 40 percent of all respondents said they 
play video games on a daily or weekly basis, a 
pastime that is spread over gaming consoles 
(24 percent), smartphones (21 percent) and 
tablets (ii percent).

Boy, 15, charged in robbery, 
sex assault on Blue Line train

A 15-year-old boy was charged as an adult 
Wednesday in the sexual assault and robbery 
of a woman on a Blue Line train Monday, po- 
lice said. 

The boy Deshawn Isabelle, of Chicago, was 
charged with one felony count of aggravated 
criminal sexual assault/bodily harm and one fel- 
ony count of robbery according to Sally Daly, a 
spokeswoman for the Cook County state’s at- 
torney’s office. Isabelle is being charged as an 
adult and is expected to appear in bond court 
Thursday Daly said. 

At 9:30 a.m. Wednesday he turned himself in 
to the police after seeing his photograph broad- 
cast in the media, police said in a news release. 
The boy arrived with a guardian, police said. 

Police credited the CTAs security camera 


network that allowed police to “quickly iden- 
tify and apprehend a suspect.” 

The arrest came a day after police released 
surveillance photos of the suspect they say at- 
tacked the woman on the train between the 
Cicero and Oak Park stops. 

The 41-year-old woman boarded an east- 
bound Forest Park branch train at the Oak 
Park Avenue station about 3:10 p.m. Monday, 
police said in an alert. “Shortly thereafter,” she 
was attacked and knocked to the floor and 
sexually assaulted, police said. 

No other passengers were in the car at the 
time, police said. 

The suspect took the woman’s iPhone and 
cash and fled the train two stops later at the Ci- 
cero Avenue station and boarded a westbound 
train to the Austin Boulevard stop, where he 
exited, the alert said.

Ten killings were reported in Chicago in 
the past week, including a double homi- 
cide in the Belmont Cragin community 
on the Northwest Side, according to pre- 
liminary police data. 

A 30-year-old man and a 34-year-old 
woman were walking in the 2700 block 
of North Lavergne Avenue early Sunday 
morning when 
someone got 
out of a vehicle 
and opened fire, 
authorities said. 

The woman was 
shot in the head 
and the man was 
shot multiple 
times, according 
to pohce, and 
both died later that day Pohce sources say 
the shooting was gang-related. 

There have been four reported homi- 
cides so far this year in Belmont Cragin. 

In 2014, there were six total killings re- 
ported there, according to RedEye data. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were 
reported in several South Side neighbor- 
hoods as well as Humboldt Park. 

Meanwhile, a woman was found stran- 
gled in the 2500 block of West Moffat 
Street in Logan Square on April 15, and 
her death was ruled a homicide, authori- 
ties confirmed. A 50-year-old man also 
was stabbed to death at his restaurant in 
West Town on Saturday 

Twenty-four killings have been report- 
ed citywide so far this month. Thirty-six 
homicides were reported in Chicago in 
April 2014, according to RedEye data. 
There have been no homicides reported 
so far this year, a RedEye analysis has 
found.

Project Fi challenges 
major mobile carriers 


Google is trying to shake up the wireless 
phone industry with a low-priced service de- 
signed to pressure major carriers into making 
it more affordable for people to get ordine and 
use Google’s services. 

The service, called “Project Fi,” debuted 
Wednesday, about two months after Google 
revealed its plans to expand its ever-growing 
empire into providing wireless connections 
for smartphones. 

Google Inc. is selling the basic phone ser- 
vice for $20 a month and will only charge 
customers for the amount of cellular data that 
they use each month, instead of a flat rate. 
Each gigabyte of data will cost Sio a month. 
That means a customer could sign up for a 
plan offering three gigabytes of data and get 
$20 back if only one gigabyte was used in a 
month. 

Most wireless phone carriers allow their 
customers to roU over unused data into an- 
other month of service without refunding any 
money 

Project Fi initially will be sold only to a nar- 


row audience that owns the Nexus 6, a smart- 
phone that Motorola Mobility made with 
Google’s help. 

Google’s pricing setup makes Project Fi 
less expensive than most of the comparable 
plans offering by the four biggest wireless 
phone carriers— Verizon, AT&T, T-MobUe 
and Sprint. 

The major carriers, though, offer a variety 
of family plans that could still be better deals 
than Project Fi. Those bundled plans allow 
several phone Hnes to share a pool of cellular 
data. 

Besides trying to bring down the prices of 
wireless phone plans, Google is promising 
subscribers that their Nexus 6 model will au- 
tomatically connect with the fastest network 
available. 

Rather than building its own network, 
Google is leasing space on cellular towers 
built by Sprint and T-MobUe, which are hop- 
ing the deals will boost their profits without 
costing them too many customers tempted to 
defect to Project Fi.

Seabrook’s parents occasionally attend 
playoff games to see their son play They 
spend the hoHdays together in Chicago and 
time over the summer at Brent’s lake house 
in Kelowna, a waterfront resort town about 
four hours away from where his parents live 
in Tsawwassen. It’s where Seabrook relaxes in 
the offseason, road biking, golfing, engaging 
in water sports or simply hanging out on his 
boat with his brother. 

Growing up in Canada, Seabrook and his 
younger sibling, Keith, played street hockey 
when the weather permitted. Otherwise, it 
was floor hockey in the house. 

“It was definitely always sweet victory,” 
Keith, a defenseman with the Hawks’ AHL 
affiliate Rockford IceHogs, said about beat- 


ing his older brother. “It didn’t happen often. 
But when it did, it was a good feefing, that’s 
for sure.” 

Brent Seabrook’s now in his loth season, 
making him the longest tenured Hawks play- 
er along with Duncan Keith. Next season is 
the last year of his current contract. 

Although Seabrook is not the team captain, 
he’s got the respect of his teammates. 

“He may not have a letter on him, but he’s 
one of the leaders for sure, somebody that 
always steps up when something needs to be 
said,” center Marcus Kruger said. “He always 
says the right things.” 

In the public spotlight, however, he’s a 
bit guarded and seen at times pulling his cap 
down low when a camera or microphone gets 
near him. 

“He’s not someone that seeks out atten-

tion,” his mother said. 

All eyes are on the Hawks, and their games 
sell out routinely now— a stark contrast from 
Seabrook’s early days on the team. 

“We didn’t have a lot of fans in the building, 
but you could see it was a hockey city and a 
hockey town,” he said. “You’d go out and do 
events, charity events and signings and you’d 
get good turnouts and people that were pas- 
sionate about the game. 

“To see that change at the United Center 
and within the city— winning the first Stan- 
ley Cup in 2010 and having 2.2 million people 
or something come to Michigan Avenue — to 
see the turnout we had for that two years af- 
ter not selling out was pretty special to see 
and very cool to be part of the team here that 
brought the roar back to the United Center.”

That much we 
know. Otherwise, he wouldn’t be playing in 
the NHL. Here are seven things we learned 
about the guy off the Ice who wears the 
No. 7 jersey on It. l.v. 

» He scored a cameo on NBC’s “Chicago 
Fire” last year. Seabrook and Duncan Keith 
order milk at a local bar and leave tickets to 
the outdoor hockey game at Soldier Field 
as a tip. 

“I thought he was pretty good. I think 
he deserves a job in the offseason,” said 
Seabrook’s brother, Keith. Though Seabrook 
didn’t drink on TV, fans have seen the team 
chug beer and champagne from the Stanley 
Cup. 

» He once wrote a book report In fifth grade 
on NHL legend Wayne Gretzky. 

» He idolized defenseman Chris Pronger 
and ended up rooming with him during the 
2010 Olympics. Months later, the Hawks beat 
Pronger’s Philadelphia team to win the Cup. 

» Every year since 2006, he has been af- 
filiated with what’s become known as the 
Brent Seabrook Celebrity ICE Bowl. He’s 
also recruited his teammates to bowl and 
benefit the Inner-City Education Program, 
a nonprofit organization that provides aca- 
demic scholarships to underprivileged kids 
who play hockey in the Chicago area. 

» He has a dog named Stanley. Of course. 

» He has a tattoo on his forearm of the date 
8-11-12, his wedding date. 

» Every summer after he turned 19, when 
Seabrook returned home he played road 
hockey with his high school buddies and 
the winning team got the Pilsner Cup (a 
couple of cases of beer) as the prize. His 
mother said he told his friends if he ever 
won the Stanley Cup that they would play 
for it. So in 2010 they put on their roller 
blades and battled It out at a local arena 
when he brought the Cup home.

While there’s no cure (yet) for the morning- 
after misery that comes from a night of too 
many drinks, there are a few popular coping 
mechanisms. One of these is indulging in a 
comforting, alcohol-absorbing meal dur- 
ing this suffering, which usually translates 
to something fried, carb-laden or creamy 
Vegetables are an alien concept here. A 
number of restaurants understand how you 
are feeUng and have just the dishes you need, 
from crispy chicken and waffles to steaming 
noodle soup. (Note: The FDA has not ap- 
proved these dishes as treatment.) 

Hangover chilaquiles ($12) 
at Danny’s Egghead Diner 

2012 \N. Irving Park Road 773-857-0171 

The No. I rule of hangover food: Avoid 
anything too reflned. At this no-frills North 
Center restaurant, you can be sure the 
cheesy, spicy mess that is Danny’s hangover 
chilaquiles may help soak up the rest of the 
alcohol in your system while providing just 
the right amount of Sunday morning sloppi- 


ness. This Mexican brunch favorite— a dish 
that is widely rumored to have the power 
to cure hangovers, beyond just the version 
at Danny’s— is a hefty smattering of crispy 
fried corn tortilla, chorizo, salsa and over- 
easy eggs, topped with a scoop of creamy 
guacamole and bits of crumbly queso fresco. 
Vegetarians and pork-abstainers can partake 
in this dish by opting for soy chorizo instead. 

Hangover breakfast ($13) 
at The Bristol 

2152 N. DamenAve. 773-862-5555 

Taking its cue from the soothing, homey feel 
of a steaming bowl of ramen or Vietnamese 
pho, this Asian-inspired breakfast is proof 
that you don’t necessarily need grease- 
drenched food to alleviate your post-binge 
state. The Bristol’s take on hangover comfort 
food— and the brainchild of executive 
chef Chris Pandel— consists of a combina- 
tion of dense noodles, roasted pork belly a 
rotation of beef and pork products such as 
beef tongue and small coins of shrimp cake. 
Added to the bowl are seasonal vegetables 


or pickled ingredients such as kimchi, and 
herbs such as cilantro, which float in a 
flavorful, meat-based broth. The base of the 
soup, “conceived out of a utilization stand- 
point,” according to Pandel, comes from the 
restaurant’s braising liquids, and is enhanced 
with spicy, pungent notes from star anise and 
chilies. A soft-poached egg is situated on top 
of the soup for diners to burst open upon 
spooning a taste of the soup.

For a tried-and-true antidote, opt for the 
sleep-inducing goodness of the hangover help- 
er.
